Modern equipment and expert crafts- 
manship have combined to turn out the 
various designs of radiator shell built 
by Harrison. Numerous press opera- 
tions are called for in the forming of 
each shell. 

First, the metal sheet is trimmed to size 
and from it the rough shell is drawn. 
Next, it is passed to other presses which 
trim the edges and punch out the center. 
Then, all die strains are removed with 
power and hand hammers, and the shell 
is ready for hood-ledging. Here an ex- 
panding punch holds the shell to the 
proper contour and recesses the hood- 
ledge. Smaller presses punch out the 
lace and filler holes.

Data compiled by the National 
Association of Finance Companies 
as of November 1 last, showed 
that the percentage of reposses- 
sion in the case of new cars sold 
on standard terms was but 2.09 
per cent. in 1926, as compared 
with 1.72 per cent. for 1925, 
while on used car repossessions 
were 4.27 per cent. last year, 
comparing with 3.01 per cent. in 
1025. 

It is, of course, true that as the 
initial payment is reduced the per- 
centage of repossessions increases. 
For new cars sold on 26 per cent. 
idown repossessions have averaged 
in 1926 to November 1, 4.02 per 
cent., against 3.81 per cent. in 1925. 
In the case of cars sold on initial. 
payments of less than 25 per cent. 
repossessions reached 11.62 per 
cent. last year, as against 10.96 per 
cent. in 1925. These figires are 
probably the basis for the Ford 
statement.

Tak- 
‘ng new and used cars together, on 
cars sold on 12 equal monthly pay- 
ments or less which came back to 
the finance companies by reason 
of defaults, the average loss per car 
was $50 in 1925 and $65 last year, 

On ears sold on 13 to 18 month 
terms, the loss per car was $78 in 
1925 and $94 last year. On cars 
sold against what are termed “bal- 
notes,’’ running more than 18

220 per car, but dropped in 1926 
to an average $158.

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Installment Buying of 
Cars Gains in Canada 


Montreal, Feb. 3.— Growth of the 
partial payment plan of purchase 
and the increasing demand for 
closed models were salient features 
of the automobile industry activi- 
ties during the past year in Canada. 

The former has been chiefly re- 
sponsible for the excellent showing 
made in the past eighteen months, 
and, while this method of financing 
has been criticized as being artifi- 
cial stimulation of demand and one 
which will ultimately react to the 
disadvantage of the industry, the 
consensus of opinion among lead- 
ing men in the industry is that in- 
estallment buying, properly con- 
trolled, should be encouraged. 

A careful check on this method 
ef financing has shown the per- 
centage of loss due to non-fulfill- 
ment of contract to have been ex- 
ceedingly small, amounting to less 
than 1 per cent. of the total 
transacted business.
